all farmers in the area are to be interned and their land is to be 
farmed collectively, After their release, trese farmers are to be 
allowed to return to the land which formerly belonged to then, as 
helrers, om condition that their whole family will vork on the land. 
Source estimates that at least 4,000 farms may be exrrorriated in 
this manner before the next planting.

The mayor of Telz (292) called together the farmers of his village 

and told them that those who failed to meet their quota would be 

sent to the Sachsenhausen concentration cemr. In many cases, it 

is impossible for a farmer to fulfill his- quota; in one case a farm- 

er had to fulfill a milk quota for a cow which he no longer had. 

The farmers try to help each other as much as voscible, ae 
the farmers generelly fear that collectivized 

wili be introduced during 1947. 
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
